[Text] One year after a civilian government came back to power, the general 
impression is that the Ghanaian economy is not about to emerge from stagnation, 
seye this international financial monthly. 


Three directives were enunciated by President Limann, which are supposed to open 
the way for a new era of prosperity for the Ghanaian economy: none seems so far 
to have provided the kind of measures needed in response to the gravity of tue 
situation. 


In relation to the first two measures, i.e., the training of cadres and the diver- 
sification of the economy, practically no initiatives, have been taken. As for 
the government's third objective, the renewed confidence in the economy by 

lenders and foreign investors, slow progress has been made, due, it seems, less 

to the merit inherent in the activities of the leaders than to the fact that in 
the view of traditional financiers, the present climate is less unfavorable to 
business than the prevailing conditions of a year ago. 


On the other hand, negotiations with the International Monetary Fund have progressed 
a great deal: to obtain the Fund's green light and the credits it can grant the 
country, Ghana has accepted, among other things, to limit its imports and pay for 
them in hard currency. At the request of the IMF, Accra has also attributed high 
priority to agricultural development during the next 2 years. Reimbursement of 
debts, neglected during the last 2 years, has been undertaken. The Ministry of 
Finance must, therefore, concede only twomore points: 4 new devaluation of the 
cedi--which will contribute to an increase in the cost of living--and noticeable 
cuts in state expenditures, especially in civil servants’ salaries. 


Having inherited a difficult economic situation, whose most spectacular aspect is 
a 50-percent drop in cocoa productica during the last 20 years, as well as a more 
stable political situacion in which, nevertheless, destabilizing elements have 
not completely disappeared, the Ghanaian Second Republic appears to be a country 
in search of a new equilibrium. 
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OIL EXPLORATION ACTIVITI"S--What may become the country's best o/1 well was 
recently drilled off the shores of Half-Assini by the Phillipe Petroleum Company. 
The company's vice-president, Mr. Robert Haas, said after drilling to the depth 
of 11,000 feec the company is optimistic about oil deposits in the area. He 
said a series of tests will soon start on the finding and by the end of December 
it will be possible to determine the real oil prospect of the area. No matter 
the outcome, the company will open more wells next year and provide funds for 
geological and geophysical surveys. The company has so far spent $60m. on its 
activities in Ghana and it would commit $10m. more to the exploration. [Text]

INCREASED WORLD BANK AID--The World Bank will increase aid to Ghana ir she coming 
years to cover new projects such as factory development, oil exploration and 
rehabilitation of the railway system, the vice-president of the Bank, David Knox, 
said. He said Ghana had a considerable potential for industrial, agricultural 
and mining development and promised the World Bank's assistance to rebuild the 
country's infrastructure. He said the size of Ghana's economic problems was such 
that it would take some time to achieve results.

INDUSTRIAL NATIONS AGREE LN PRINCIPLE TO RESCHEDULE DEBT

Liberia has won agreement 
in pr'aciple from eight in- 
dustrial count ries for 
rescheduling of 34.4 “mil-, 
lion doliare in dGebt, the 
Liberian Finance Minister, 
Major Perty Zulu said in 
Paris over the weekend. 

Minister Zulu told the 
French News Agency that the 
accord had been reac) :d last 
Thursday and Friday at a 
meeting of the "Paris club." 

In attendance were repre- 
sentatives of the United 
State, Britain, France, West 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Bel- 
giuw and Sweden. 

Major Zulu said, however, 
that the Liberian Governrent 
had wanted a restructuring 
of 50 million dollars in 
debt. 

The French Economic Minis- 
try said the representatives 
would recommend to their 
governments that Liberia be 
allowed four years to take 
care of payments on debt due 
between July 1, 1980, and 
December 3, 1981. 


The Ministry also said 
Liberia's creditors had taken 
into account an economic re- 
covery program the country 
had drawn up based on an ac-~- 
cord with tim international 
monetary fund. 

In his November 17 address 
to the nation on the State of 
the Liberian economy, Head 
of State and Chairman of the 
People's Redemption Council, 
Master Sergeant Samuel K. 
Doe outlined some defined 
measures to solve Liberia's 
current economic crisis. 

One of the measures out- 
lined was to negotiate the 
rescheduling of the nation's 
international debts until a 
later date in order to en- 
able Liberia cover economi- 
cally. 

Other measures included the 
purchase of Nacional Savings 
Bond by Liberian workers in 
both private ani government 
sectors and freezing of the 
employment in the government 
sector. 





Early in December, U.S 
Assistant Secretary of State 
for African Affairs, Mr. 
Richard Moose, flew into 
Monrovia to hoid talks with 
government officials on the 
crisis. At the end of his 
two-day visit Mr. Moose told 
newsmen that “all foreign 
debts owed by Liberia to the 
United States and other 
friendly countries would be 
rescheduled in order to help 
Liberia recover fram the pre- 
sent economic crisis."

sellor in London, Mr. John 
Morias, the Liberian dele- 
gation which Finance Minis- 
ter Major Zulu headed, had 
talks ali through last week 
with representatives of the 
World Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and mem- 
bers of the "Paris Club." 
Mr. Morias said that 
throughout the talks Minis- 
ter Zulu had been optimistic 
and hopeful that members of 
the "Paris Club" would offer 
Lidecia a reasonable grace 
period by rescheduling its 
international debts servic-

TV FOR NAMIBIA--Television would be introduced in SWA by the middle of next year, 
the Administrator of the Territory, Mr Danie Hough, announced during the weekend. 
In @ statement, he said the target date for a video cassette service was July | 
next year and this would be followed on October 1 by additional programmes 
inserted by the South West African Broadcasting Corporation. Further steps 
towards a fully-fledged service for the Territory would be considered at a later 
stage, depending on the territory's financial position, he added. The video 
service would initially be available only in Windhoek, Oshakata and Ondangwa. 

An explanatory statement by the Chairman of the SWABC Board, Mr Piet Venter, in 
Windhoek said the South African Broadcasting Corporation would be asked to 
initiate a television service in the Territory. A commercial service would 
eventually be provided. Television programmes would basically be compiled from 
SABC-TV material, but the SWABC would purchase additional programmes from Engl ish- 
and German-language countries for ite inserts. Provided equipment and personnel 
were available, the SWABC, would etart inserting news and actually programmes by 
October, 1981. Almost 300 000 people--about 29.9 percent of the total popula- 
tion of SWA--would be able to receive the first transmission on TV in the Terri- 
tory. The SWA Ministers Council had decided that the service should be initiated

This organisation claimed that there are highly qualified Nigerians in almost 
every profession at home and abroad who have been waiting for this "Manna from 
Heaven" as it has been falling om white elites in Nigeria who get all the plum 
jobs. 


la che first place the association of professional Nigerians in Europe claimed 
that the wording of the advertisement of these jobs indicates clearly that the 
Nigerians are not wanted for the jobs. 


Secondly, these jobs are never advertised in the local newspapers in Nigeria nor 
any other paper in Europe which is easily accessible to Nigerians in Europe. 


Thirdly, they argue that the foreign based companies in Nigeria are not interested 
in recruiting indigenous professionals except on exploitative conditions. 


Above all they claimed that these posts are always filled before the advertise- 
ments are placed in the sedia. Mr. Ashmi supported his allegation by quoting 
recruitment consultants employed by some of these companies in London which on 
enquiring, said that “the positions are mot meant for Nigerians + that their 
clients in Nigeria have already obtained their quotas for expe recruitment 
even before the advertisement. 
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He further cited some examples of jobs in Nigeria advertised in the London "Sunday 
Times” of October 19, 1980 which were summarised as follows: 


(1) General Manager--Biscuit Manufacturing Company, qualification--a good degree 
with proven experience, Age 30-45, Salary 625,000; High quality house, car, 
domestic staff, etc,, 6 weeks leave and other overseas fringe benefits such as 
schoo ling. 


(2) Commercial /Administrative for a subsidiary of a U.K. consumer goods 
group; Salary &20,000; Age--28-35; lification, graduate or qualified accountant ; 
Experience--management/supervisory; Benefits--ainclude free furnished house, car, 
driver, medical cover, children education allowance, twice yearly UK leave with 
fami ly air fares. 


These are just a few examples, 


Commenting on these allegations, the Minister of State in the Federal Ministry of 
Internal Affairs, Chief (Mrs) Janet A. Akinrinade told the "Business Times" last 
week that before recruiting or granting quotas for the white workers that "the 
Ministry makes sure that such jobs cannot be done by Nigerians." 


She also said that to mke sure that expatriate managers hand over to Nigerians 
within a short period, the govermment makes sure that the contracts to work do not 
extend for more than four years, 


However, she remarked that in some cases the contracts are renewed when 4 vacuum 
is created due to the resignation of the Nigerians who were understudying the white 
managers. 


With regard to the huge salaries and fantastic fringe benefits paid to these white 
managers, she said that it depends on individual companies to fix salaries for 
their workers which perhaps relate to their profitability. 


She therefore argued that it is not the business of her Ministry to fix salaries 
for these expatriate managers. 


She said that it is the responsibility of the Nigerian managers to protest if 
they discriminated over salaries, fringe benefits and status. 


Chief (Mrs) Akinmrinade denied the allegation that some companies bribe the 
officials of the Ministry in order to obtain the manpower quotas. 


Im the first place, she said, the approval of quotas undergo over four layers of 
official evaluation before the final approval is given. 


She also said that she did not know why these companies choose to advertise the 
jobs in the overseas [article incomplete].

(Text) The NPN majority threat to impeach Balarabe Musa must be seen as a 
political gimmick calculated to cow the Governor to submit to their will, It 
is crass blackmail, 


The real quarrel is that the Governor slashed the salaries of legislators and 
placed on reserve the extraordinary increases the majority imposed on the budget, 


The legislators padded the capital budget heavily with projects primed to score 
political gains without ever thinking of sources of funding. 


This extra amount is not available in the treasury nor is it immediately expected 
from any source, So the governor had to place it on reserve. That is, subject 
to the availability of funds. 


This and the salary cut to fall in line with the all-party decision on salaries 
for such public officers, rankle the MPN majority and they have been looking for 
their pound of flesh ever since, 


They believed that by consistently refusing on four occasions tv approve the 
governor's list of Commissioners they would bring him to heel. They failed. 
Balarabe Musa is strong willed and sometimes intractable. But he knows his onions 
and his legal grounds well. 


He alone, among nineteen Governors, has shouldered the burdens of office without 
the assistance of commissioners as laid down by the constitution. 


In the year since, the administration of the affairs of the state has been second 
to none. For which reason all honest persons who are not lost in the mesh of 
party politics should give praise to the governor. 


Instead the legislaters want to impeach. The impeachment of Governor Balarabe 
would be to start something the end or effect of which none can control or fore- 
see. 


It should be clear enough that Kaduma State is like a tinder box. Ignite it and 
you may perish in the flame. The repercussions of such a move is bound to have 
wide ranging effects that can rock the foundations of our system, 


Wo one will contest that such a move, if it succeeds, will mot result in the 
complete destabilisation of the state. What may be in doubt is whether the 
chain reaction will be Limited to the state. 


Any action therefore likely to affect the organic life of this country, no 
matter how remote, has to be resisted, The NPN majority must resist the tempta- 
tion to flex their muscle. 
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In the politics of the state, there is what is known as the Kateina factor and 
the Zaria factor. The move aimed at unseating Balarabe has its perils. That is 
why the New Nigerian finds itself pleading for patience with the legislators, and 
asking them to leave matters as they are, until 1983, 


Certainly there will be a Katsina State in 1983 and those NPN legislators~--they 
are in the majority--who do not want a Zaria man as their governor, can wait till 
1983. 


The NPN majori.. cannot sustain an impeachment on legal grounds. But the m jority 
can always impose its will, It is a pity that tribaliem is not dead in Nigeria. 
And not even among the Hausa tribes as the case of Balarabe Musa confirms, 


The aAld everything to rob him of the executive office. They tried to manipu- 
late ballot boxes and went to court, and lost, Party-men have never forgotten nor 
forgiven Balarabe Musa for denying them the executive office in Kaduna, 


This move for an impeachment shows that party-men want the governor's head at all 


costs. First they must ponder the cost because that may include the very exis-- 
tence of our federation or, at best, abort our parliamentary democracy,

BENUE STATE GASOLINE SHORTAGE--Por the past eight days, Benue State has been 
witnessing acute shortage of petrol. As 4 result @ost gotorists in the state had 
to abandon their vehicles. A litre of petrol sells for 55 kobo in the black 
market, while the commercial transporters have capitalised on the situation by 
increasing transport fares by as auch as 60 percent. For instance, 4 transport 
fare from Makurdi to Otukpo has gone from two Naira fifty kobo to four Naira. 

An investigation by the New Nigerian revealed that the effort of the state govern- 
gent which bought 12 petrol shuttling tankers, had not arrested the situation.

Mr Veenis, 59, came to Zambia from Canada in 1966 as assistant general manager for 
development. He has been acting Zambia Railways general manager since last Febru- 
ary when Mr Anderson Mazoka resigned, 


In the changes which followed a series of closed meetings with senior management 
officials and railway workers, General Chinkuli also appointed two Zambians as 
assistant general managers in-charge of technical operations and administration. 


In a statement issued in Kabwe after the meetings, General Chinkuli said Mr Veenis, 
who is on leave in Zimbabwe, would serve for a year “at the end of which the Party 
and its Government hopes to find a suitable Zambian to replace hin." 


The minister appointed Mr Bernard Chewe, 44, as assistant general manager in-charge 
of technical operations and Mr Cyrus Ndyamba, 39, as assistant general manager for 
administration. All the appointments are with immediate effect. 


Mr Chewe joined Zambia Railways in 1966 as a shunter, but rose through the ranks 
to the post of operations manager which he held until his new appointment. 


Mr Ndyamba joined the railways in 1966 as a checker, rising to the position of 
manager for administration and company secretary. 


He holds a BA degree in business administration from the University of Regina in 
Canada, 


Gen Chinkuli called for dedication to duty, discipline ami cooperation between 
workers and management. 








Loan 


On the K33 million loan to Zambia Railways from the World Bank aimed at improving 
the operations of the system, the minister thanked the bank for the offer and 
urged all the workers on the line to look after the company assets properly. 


The minister appealed to railway workers to be safety conscious as derailments had 
cost the system, Goverument and the nation thousands of Kwacha in property and 
human life, 


Gen Chinkuli also saluted the Canadian government for the assistance that country 
continued to give to Zambia Railwaye,. 


He announced that the board of directors for the unitary system of Zambia Railways 
and the National Railways of Zimbabwe were currently meeting in Salisbury to dis- 
cuss the question of sharing assets left by Rhodesia Railways. 


The assets, mainly rolling stock, were held in Zimbabwe after the fall of the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland in October 1963. 


Zambia Railways chief accountant and acting financial controller Mr George Sikazwe, 
is representing Zambia at the talks, But Mr Veenis, though on leave in Zimbabwe, 
is said to be taking part in the negotiations. 


Gen Chinkuli could not say anything about Benguela railway line which linked 
Zambia, Zaire and Angola to the port of Lobito, considered as one of the cheapest 
and shortest routes for Zambia to overseas markets, 


The route, closed during the bloody civil war in Angola in 1975, has been under 
constant attacks by UNITA insurgents operating in southern Angola under Dr Jonas 
Savimbi's leadership. 

Asked whether the return to power of President Milto Oboto of Uganda had paved the
